together this story The girl was hitch­ 
hiking in the southbound lanes of 
Highway 101 north of Goleta, and bound 
for Camp Pendleton when she accepted a 
ride from a man, 25 to 35 years of age. 
Somewhere in the Santa Barbara area 
the driver left the freeway and drove 
along su rfa ce s tr e e ts 
When she 


reportedly resisted the man's advances 
and fought him off. he became angered. 
She tried to leave the car when the man 
threw her out a window, the sheriff's 
report said 
D etails of the story w ere being 
checked out today. Officials said they 
were hampered by the girl’s hysterical 
condition. 
The incident came to the sheriff's at­ 
tention at about 1:05 a m today when 
Eric Coony of 124 Vista Del Mar in Santa 
Barbara, answered a knock at his door 
and found the girl hysterical and sem i­ 
conscious

as a grey colored

Sanitation 
crews strike 
New York 


NEW YORK (U PI) - Sanitation 
workers staged a wildcat strike here to­ 
day and threatened to make the nation’s 
metropolis “Stink City.’’ 
The strike was called to protest layoffs 
forced by budget cuts. 
“We dion’t have one truck in the city 
rollin g,” a Sanitation D epartm ent 
spokesman said. “The men are in but 
they’re not doing anything.” 
The spokesman said sanitation of­ 
ficials worked all night developing 
a 
“contingency plan” 
for garbage collec­ 
tion in anticipation of the walkout. 
He would not elaborate on the specifics 
of the plan but did concede that “unless 
some of the men go back to work it 
probably won't be very effective.’’ 
The action came a day after the 
Sanitationmen’s union lost a court battle 
in which they attempted to avoid the 
layoffs of 2,934 workers. 
Sanitationmen's union president John 
DeLury had warned the city Monday 
“ there’s nothing I can do. nothing this 
court can do and nothing the mayor can 
do” to stop the job action 
DeLury warned that a prolonged strike 
would turn New York into “Stink City” 
and have worse consequences than a 1968 
walkout. 
In all. Mayor Abe Beame ordered the 
firing at midnight Monday of 19,000 city 
em p lo y es, 
in clu d in g 
about 
5,000 
policemen and 2,000 firemen. 
On Monday the Appellate Division of 
State Supreme Court, in a 3-2 decision, 
denied a union request to bar the layoffs, 
rejecting the workers’ contention they 
would suffer “irreparable harm” by los­ 
ing pension rights and other fringe 
benefits.

Last highway bid 
call by State 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The state 
Transportation Department Monday an­ 
nounced its last large highway construc­ 
tion bid call for at least a year, re­ 
questing bids on $32.6 million in highway 
projects. 
The department last week ordered an 
unprecedented halt to the state’s $500 
million annual new highway construc­ 
tion starting Tuesday because of a 
“serious cash crunch.” 
The department said several projects 
which had been planned to be let Monday 
will be postponed into the next few weeks 
for “ease of administration. This does 
not mean, however, that the moratorium 
(on projects) is being broken,” it said. 
It said the state’s share of these pro­ 
jects will be fully financed by federal 
funds. Last week, the state Highway 
Commission decided to take advantage 
of recently enacted federal legislation 
which allows the states to postpone pay­ 
ing their share of joint federal-state pro­ 
jects until Jan. 1. 1977. 


FBI begins probe 
into yacht deaths 


SAN FRANCISCO (UP!) - The FBI 
today began investigating the death at 
sea of two crewmen of a racing yacht 
which capsized during a weekend race 
from Santa Cruz to Santa Barbara. 
“We are looking into it. We do have 
jurisdiction on the high seas,” said an 
agent. But he said there was no evidence 
as yet to determine whether or not a 
crime may have been committed. 
The FBI began its investigation at the 
request of U.S. Attorney Jam es L 
Browning. 
Walter Fennnell, 22, of Oakland, and 
his brother, Steve, 33, died aboard a 
small liferaft to which the three-member 
crew of the vessel clung after their boat 
swamped about 30 m iles off the coast 
near Morro Bay 
The only survivor was a 16-year-old 
youth who told authorities he pushed the 
bodies of the two men off the raft after 
they had died from exposure The youth 
was later rescued by a passing merchant 
ship.

Bardelli was arrested on June 22 in Las 
Vegas, Nev., and returned here last 
Saturday by Lompoc detectives, Lt. Mel 
Ramos and Agent John Coday. The ac­ 
tion ended speculation last week that 
Bardelli might refuse to waive extradi­ 
tion and that he would have to be ex­ 
tradited, a long legal process. 
Bardelli bailed out of jail yesterday 
following his arraignment after posting 
$15,000 bail. He is represented by Santa 
Barbara attorney James Westwick. 
Dep Dist. Atty. Haynes Jones handled 
the case yesterday for the prosecution, 
but it was Assistant Dist. Atty. Larry 
Sutton in Santa Maria who drew up the 
complaint and who will handle the case 
in the event Bardelli is bound over to 
Superior Court. 
The case, or rather the prosecution 
emphasis on the conspiracy angle, is a 
relatively rare legal maneuver, because 
of the difficulty of proving the con­ 
spiracy allegation in court. 
In the complaint, Bardelli and a John 
Doe are accused of conspiracy to com ­ 
mit murder, and solicitation to commit 
murder. 
The complaint alleges that between 
June 15 and June 22, 1975, Bardelli and 
the John Doe, “did conspire, combine 
and agree together with another person 
and persons whose true identity is un­ 
known to commit the crime of murder, a 
felony — and did commit the following 
“overt acts” under the conspiracy or 
Count I of the complaint: On or about 
June 15 Bardelli paid Ryan Earle Swin- 
ney $20 for addresses of John Coday and 
Kevin Coffelt. On or about June 20 
Bardelli left for Las Vegas to contact a 
killer. On or about June 21 in Las Vegas, 
Bardelli did write down the names and 
addresses of John Coday and Kevin Cof­ 
felt when Ryan Earle Swinney called in a 
correction On or about June 21 in Las 
Vegas, Bardelli telephoned Gerald Lee 
Spencer, a clerk at Elsey’s and asked 
that said Gerald Lee Spencer contact 
Ryan Earle Swinney to m ake him 
available for a telephone call from 
Bardelli. 
Bardelli telephoned 
Ryan 
Earle Swinney to destroy any evidence, 
notes, addresses and telephone numbers 
related to John Coday, Kevin Coffelt and 
Axel E. Jansson and to prepare to leave 
town.” 
In Count II. the complaint alleges that 
Bardelli solicited Swinney to commit 
murder. 
Bardelli operates a liquor store at 421 
W Ocean Ave., with his partner Shirley 
Tapken. Both live in Santa Maria. 
The charges against Bardelli stem 
from incidents surrounding the alleged 
sale of beer to an 18-year-old boy. The 
boy’s cooperation with police resulted in 
a police citation of the liquor store clerk. 
Bardelli and Tapken eventually filed a 
claim for $250,000 against the City of 
Lompoc and Chief J.D. Smith charging 
police harassment. 
Smith announced on June 23 that 
Bardelli had been arrested in Las Vegas 
and that he was being charged with 
suspicion of conspiring to have murdered 
Coday, the officer who participated in 
the citation for the alleged unlawful sale 
of beer; Coffelt, the boy who par­ 
ticipated in the beer sale operation; and 
Jansson. Jansson, a rival liquor store 
owner, was believed involved because of 
the econom ic com petition his store 
posed for Bardelli’s store. 
Smith said police have tape recordings 
which support some of the allegations 
against Bardelli. 


Israel minister warns 
of American cutback

Israeli Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin 
said today in Jerusalem that if Israel re­ 
jects U.S. pressure to conclude an in- 
. terim peace agreement with Egypt, it 
can expect a cutback in American aid. 
The atmosphere was described by the 
Israeli state-run radio as nearly as 
crucial as 1956 when U.S. pressure 
forced then-Prime Minister David Ben- 
Gurion to withdraw Israeli forces from 
the Sinai after they captured the penin­ 
sula. 
The newspaper Ma’ariv said Israel is 
considering the possibility of permitting 
technicians of a third party -possibly 
Americans —to man its early warning 
devices in a U.N. buffer zone in the Sinai 
Desert. 
Israel now maintains those devices at 
llm m Khasibeh in the Gidi Pass, one of 
the areas Egypt wants Israel to surren­ 
der in the next pact. 
Rabin, quoted by the national radio, 
made the statement to his ruling Labor 
alignment during a day of intensive 
meetings in the Knesset (parliament) by 
the political parties over Isra el’s 
negotiating stance with Egypt on another 
pact.

Nuclear energy view cast aside 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Energy 
Research and Development Administra­ 
tion, bom six months ago in the breakup 
of the old Atomic Energy Commission, 
has cast aside the all-nuclear view of 
America’s energy future pushed for so 
long by the AEC. 
That, at least, is the message in 
ERDA’s new 25-year blueprint for U.S. 
energy research and in a ruling by Dr. 
Robert Seamans, Jr., the agency’s chief, 
rejecting key conclusions in an AEC en­ 
vironmental assessment of the nuclear 
breeder reactor. 
ERDA’s energy research blueprint, 
unveiled Monday, downgraded the role of 
the controversial breeder reactor and 
upgraded the status of solar power 
research. It ranked the breeder, solar 
generation of electricity and nuclear fu­ 
sion as equally unproven but potential 
energy sources for the 21st century. 
Seamans, announcing his decision on 
the impact statement a few hours later, 
said he considered the breeder in light of 
ERDA’s instructions from Congress to 
stress both nuclear and nonnuclear 
energy sources. That perspective, he 
said, “naturally differs from that of the 
A E C ” 
The decision said AEC’s impact state­ 
ment failed to justify plans for commer­ 


cial use of the breeder because it did not 
answer many key health, safety and 
security questions. But. Seamans ruled, 
the statement did justify a government 
breeder demonstration program 


What America needs, ERDA said, is to 
press ahead to develop a balanced mix­ 
ture of future energy sources. The 
agency said it would be a serious m is­ 
take to once again put all the nation’s

BEIRUT (UPI) - Premier Rashid 
Karami today installed a “salvation 
government” to try to avert civil war. 
The Middle East News Agency said he 
has agreed in principle to declare a state 
of emergency and use the army to 
restore order in the strife-torn country 
The army has not been called in to halt 
the strife involving Christians and 
Moslems, leftists and rightists and 
Palestinian refugees and nationalists 
But the agency said he was preparing the 
way by replacing Army Commander-in- 
Chief Maj. Gen Iskandar Ghanem 
The Egyptian agency also said the 
warring parties have virtually agreed to 
a cease-fire 
By late afternoon heavy 
fighting and concentrated fire began dy­ 
ing down Scattered firefights could still 
be heard but the heavy mortar and 
rocket exchanges that have hit Beirut for 
nine days died out 
The agency, quoting informed sources, 
said Ghanem will be replaced by Col 
Jules Bustani, chief of military intel­ 
ligence 
Under Lebanese law. the state of 
emergency puts the army in charge of 
the internal security machine and entails 
military censorship on the local and 
foreign press. 
The agency said Karami was known to 
have been strongly opposed to Gbanem s 
retention of his post on the grounds he

Ghanem was brought out of retirement 
and named commander at the end of 1970 
following the death of his predecessor.

The Egyptian news agency MENA 
quoted official Lebanese sources as say­ 
ing a cease-fire had been agreed upon 
and would go into effect at 5 p.m. (9a m 
PDT). 
But the official Iraqi news agency, 
which is usually well informed on 
Palestinian guerrilla affairs, said guer­ 
rilla organizations in Beirut had put all 
their forces on maximum alert because 
of an escalation in the fighting 
Heavy fighting and concentrated fire 
began to die down in most sections of the 
capital by 4 p.m (9a m EDT» Scattered 
blasts and gunfights could be heard in 
some areas but the heavy mortar and 
rocket exchanges that have ripped 
through the capital day and night for the 
most part died down. 
Beirut was ablaze with dozens of fires 
from more than 100 explosions during the 
night and the casualty toll for a week of 
fighting between right and left-wing 
militias rose to more than 200 dead and 
600 wounded, about half of them from the 
past two days of fighting. 
Terrified families were trapped in 
burning buildings and sniper fire blocked 
rescue vehicles The unchecked violence 
was reported spreading to other parts of 
the country. 
Karami said the six-man cabinet 
which had to overcome last minute 
bickering between its would-be ministers 
before it could be formed, would be an 
“ipterim cabinet —a salvation govern­ 
ment to rescue Lebanon from further 
bloodshed ” 
He said it would be replaced later by a 
national coalition to include the 
country's warring right and left-wing 
factions once the two sides had settled 
their differences. 
The announcement of the politically 
moderate cabinet appeared to have little 
effect on the week-long battle between

In responding to a mass 
protest directed by Montecitans 
at a "two-fold increase" in as­ 
sessments on their properties 
by the assessor’s office this 
year. Cook said he felt his ap­ 
praisers in these and other 
cases of large boosts had set 
higher "fair values” on the 
basis of sales of comparable 
property in the areas involved. 
The Montecito protest, ex­ 
plained Supervisor Frank J. 
Frost, came from persons with 
relatively low fixed incomes in 
the area of Tabor Ln. and 
Orchard Ave. 
The board voted to file the re­ 
quests and provided directions 
to the protesting group on how 


Cook originally had forecast a 
boost of between 135-million 
and 140-million when his staff 
began its reappraisal work for 
the new fiscal year starting 
July 1. 


The assessed value cm the 
secured roll, principally real 
estate, is one of the major fac­ 
tors guiding the size of various 
agencies' tax rates 
The new figures mean the net

County water

The Board of Supervisors

—Ther sheriff's "unilateral” 
decision to defer the program 
came under fire from Super­ 
visor Frost and Roden, while 
Judge Lodge said he feit the 
current program was “very 
restrictive with only a handful 
of persons” taking part. 


—Probation Department ad­ 
ministration of the program 
was backed by Judge Lodge, 
who said he felt the selection of 
the sheriff for the administra­ 
tion was "inappropriate.” But 
Chief Probation Officer Romer 
said he would not like to see his 
office administer the program 
without the approval and con­ 
sent of the sheriff. 


—Sheriff Carpenter said he 
felt deferment of "six months 
to one year" wouldn’t kill the 
program . The board had 
ordered him to cut $200,000 
from his budgets, and he was 
complying by seeking to save 
$105.000 by deferral of the work 
furlough program among other 
reductions. He explained people 
currently on the program were 
"not being thrown back in jail, 
but will be permitted to com­ 
plete their sentences and main­ 
tain their jobs.” 


—The sheriff said he wasn’t 
against work furlough and in 
reality had been the one to put 
the program through — with 
help from former Supervisor 
Charles F. Catterlin — in 
November, 1971, after Grand 
Juries and other groups “had 
recommended it for years 
without anyone doing anything 
about it.”

Fletcher complained that the 
program didn’t meet the work 
furlough needs of the north 
county He claimed "one of the 
north county judges" had men­ 
tioned the probability of a law 
su it a gain st the county 
"because of discrimination” 
against north county prisoners 
But Sheriff Carpenter replied 
that "one-third of all the 
prisoners in the program since 
its start had come from north 
county areas " 


—Probation Officer Romer 
acknowledged that his depart­ 
ment would probably need the 
same six-man force to super­ 
vise the program as the sheriff 
does should it be transferred to 
his office.

Ford explains economics 
in black leader meeting 


THE BETTER HALF 
By Barnes 
WASHINGTON (U P !) - 
President Ford told black 
leaders today that economic 
hard times are ending, but the 
adminstration will not ‘ turn its 
back” on the concerns of the 
poor in its effort to halt the 
depression 
While stressing that equality 
few blacks can be achieved only 
through full economic oppor- 
tunity, Ford would not promise 
•ny easy solutions or specifics 
for blacks in his speech 
prepared for the 66th annual 
convention of the National As­ 
sociation for the Advancement 
of Colored People. 


“ Obviously,” he said, ‘ some 
indicators will continue to be 
depressed for a few months, 
because they record only what 
is past. But I am confident the 
economic decline is over.” 
Striking a note reminiscent of 
President Lyndon B. Johnson, 
Ford said he was speaking as 
president of “ all the people“ to 
discuss the “ common problems 
and common sense approa­ 
ches" which blacks and whites 
can achieve together for 
America. 
“ An unstable economy 1s the 
enemy of equal opportunity,” 
Ford said. “ While important 
advances can be made during 
economic good times they can 
be quickly and cruelly erased 
during hard times. 
“ America is an economic 
family. We must live by the 
rules that any family must fol­ 
low. We cannot spend more 
than we earn by endless bor­ 
rowing 
We must end our 
propensity for short term solu­ 
tions at the expense of long 
range setbacks.” 
At the same time he said a 
policy of fiscal restraint “ does 
not mean this nation will turn 
its back on major problems of 
e m p lo y m e n t, 
h o u sin g , 
transportation, health care and 
education.”

Indian newspaper 
ignores censorship 


NEW DELHI (UPI) - New­ 
spapers in Madras, India’s 
fourth largest city, are ignoring 
press censorship and one 
P 
rinted a cartoon depicting 
Time Minister Indira Gandhi 
as Adolf Hitler, travelers 
reaching New Delhi said today. 
The travelers also produced 
copies of what they said was a 
resolution passed Sunday by the 
state’s ruling opposition party 
labeling Mrs. Gandhi's national 
state of emergency decree as 
“ the advent of dictatorship.” 
Telephone connections with 
Madras, capital of the southern­ 
most state of Tamil Nadu, were 
cut today and passage of the 
resolution could not be confir­ 
med. The telephone company 
said there was a “ technical 
fault” in the lines. 
The Tamil Nadu Legislature 
since 1967 has been ruled by the 
right-wing People’s Progres­ 
sive Party. The travelers 
produced copies of a document 
claiming to be a resolution pas­ 
sed by the party and entitled: 
“ Revoke the Em ergency, 
Release the Leader, Restore 
the Freedom of the Press.” 
The document said Mrs. 
Gandhi “ has inaugurated the 
advent of dictatorship” in the 


emergency she decreed last 
Thursday, which was accom­ 
panied by the arrest of opposi­ 
tion party leaders and followers 
across the country. 
Opposition party sources and 
the government have conflict­ 
ing views on the number of 
persons jailed 
The govern­ 
ment’s last estimate was nearly 
900, but opposition sources said 
3,500 persons were jailed on 
Thursday alone. 
Mrs. Gandhi was reported to 
have told a meeting of her 
Congress party's leadership to­ 
day that some opposition 
leaders went underground in 
the days preceding her decree 
with the intention of “ indulging 
in widespread sabotage.” 
Her comment was reminis­ 
cent of her speech to the nation 
announcing the state of emer­ 
gency, in which she said there 
was a “ widespread conspiracy” 
among non-Communist opposi­ 
tion parties to endanger the 
country’s internal security. 
India’s most prominent oppo­ 
sition leader, fasting since he 
was jailed last week in the 
crackdown against government 
critics, has reportedly suffered 
a serious heart attack in his 
prison cell. 


Russian 'missile7 
accident reported 


WASHINGTON (UPU) - 
Part of a dummy Soviet missile 
struck the deck of an American 
ship in the Pacific last month, 
according to columnist Jack 
Anderson. 
Anderson, in a television ap­ 
pearance (ABC: AM America) 
Monday, said the Soviets had 
announced plans to test fire 
missiles into the Pacific and 
warned shipping to stay out of a 
certain area. But the U.S. Navy 
routinely sent a ship, the 
Vandenburg, in to monitor the 
tests. 
“ It was an accident that 
should help the experts under­ 
stand a little better the Soviets' 
new shotgun missiles,” Ander­ 
son said. The missile, fired 
from central Russia June 3, 
was a giant SS18 which can car­ 
ry up to eight warheads. 
“ None of the warheads was 
expected to fall any closer than 
3»4 miles from the Vanden- 
berg,” the columnist said. “ But 
two minutes before impact, the 
trackers concluded that (Hie 
warhead was heading directly 
for the ship.” 
He said the dummy warhead 
—not the real kind the Soviets 
would use in war —apparently 
broke up, with two pieces hit­ 
ting the ocean and one striking 
the ship’s deck. “ The spyship 
triumphantly brought back the 
debris for military analysis,” 


he said. 
Anderson said he had spoken 
with members of the crew who 
confirmed the report. Defense 
Secretary Jam es R. Schlesin­ 
ger, in his last news conferen­ 
ce, however, said debris had 
fallen 100 yards from one of the 
monitoring ships. 


Amin spares 
life of 
lecturer 


KINSHASA, Zaires (UPI) - 
Ugandan President Idi Amin 
announced today he has decid­ 
ed to spare the life of British 
le c tu r e r 
D en n is 
H ills, 
sentenced to die before a firing 
squad Friday for treason 
because he called Amin a “ vil­ 
lage tyrant.” 
Amin made the announce­ 
ment at a news conference 
after talks here with Zaire 
President Mobutu Sese Seko, 
one of many African leaders 
who had appealed for clemency 
because they did not want to 
stain with blood a forthcoming 
meeting of the Organization of 
African Unity. 
“ I have decided to pardon 
Hills,” Amin said. “ I have full 
confidence in President Mobu­ 
tu. I have left everything with 
Great Britain to be discussed 
by the president (Mobutu). Now 
I leave them all —discussions 
and everything —to the Zaire 
president. I have confidence in 
him and will do everything he 
says.” 
Amin announced some time 
ago that even if he spared Hills’ 
life, the British teacher would 
spend at least a year in a 
Uganda jail until Amin was 
sure all “ malicious propagan­ 
da” against Uganda had stop­ 
ped. 
In announcing his pardon, he 
did not make clear if Hills had 
been totally reprieved or if he 
would still be held in detention 
for 12 months. 
Amin flew to Kinshasa Mon­ 
day for talks with Mobutu over 
Hills’ fate and other problems. 
The Uganda leader had faced 
mounting criticism from at 
least 50 world leaders including 
many African heads of state 
over his decision to execute 
Hills. 
Many African countries had 
told Amin they would not attend 
this month's OAU conference if 
Hills were executed. 


Swimming pool 
ready for Ford 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
$61,000 swimming pool financed 
by private donations has been 
completed on the White House 
south lawn. 
The pool, ready for President 
Ford’s use today, was filled 
during the weekend and the 
clean-up and landscaping was 
finished Monday. 
The pool, one-third the size of 
an Olympic pool, is located 
about 60 feet south of the West 
Wing of the White House. The 
President will be able to reach 
it by going through the base­ 
ment and a tunnel with steps 
leading to within a few feet of 
the water’s edge. 
It is 54.8 feet long and 22 feet 
wide, ranging in depth from 
three to nine feet with a 10-foot 
diving board. 


Brown trims, signs state budget 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - 
Gov 
Edmund G. Brown Jr., 
trimming $100.34 million in 
proposed spending, early today 
signed his first state budget, a 
record $11.47 billion package. 
Brown signed the measure in 
his office at 2 58 a m , nearly 
three hours after the new fiscal 
year had begun. No public sign­ 
ing ceremony was held because 
of the early hour The governor 
scheduled a news conference 
for today to discuss the budget. 
Brown and his staff worked 
into the early morning hours to 
put the finishing touches on 
cuts, which left the budget 
about $170 million larger than 
the spending plan he proposed 
to the Legislature Jan. 10. The 
lawmakers Thursday sent him 
a budget totaling $11.57 billion. 
More than a third of the 
reductions came in proposed 
salary increases for state ad­ 
ministrators, university and 
college faculty and civil ser­ 
vants. 
The nation's largest state 
government budget represents 
a 5.7 per cent increase over the 
current year’s total spending of 
$109 billion and amounts to 
roughly $546 for every man, 
woman and child in California. 
The new budget projects a 
surplus at the end of fiscal 1975- 
76 of $313.6 million, including 
$214.1 million in federal reve­ 
nue sharing funds. 


Oil firms 
raise prices 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Three 
major oil companies raised gas­ 
oline prices today. 
Atlantic Richfield boosted the 
wholesale price 2 cents a gallon 
ir. all marketing areas, effec­ 
tive at once, Texaco, Inc., 
raised the price of all grades of 
gasoline 1.4 cents a gallon and 
Standard Oil of Indiana raised 
its price 3 cents a gallon. 
Such increases in the whole­ 
sale price usually results in sl­ 
ightly larger increases in the 
retail price but not invariably 
so. 
Today’s action followed a 
statement in Houston Monday 
by Shell Oil Co. announcing 3- 
cent per gallon increase on gas­ 
oline and other increases on dis­ 
tillates and jet fuel effective 
noon today. 
Distillates were increased 1 
cent a gallon and jet fuel 1.25 
cents a gallon. 
The Shell spokesman said the 
increases were in accordance 
with Federal Energy Adminis­ 
tration cost pass-through regu­ 
lations and were due to the re­ 
cent $1 per barrel import tariff 
on crude oil. The spokesman 
said the increase also was a 
result of the federal crude en­ 
titlements program which cost 
Shell $74 million in fees paid to 
other refiners in the first six 
months of this year. 
The gasoline increase was the 
third this year. 


The fiscal blueprint provided 
an additional $65 million cost- 
of-living increase for the state’s 
625.000 elderly and disabled aid 
recipients 
Brown originally 
sought a six per cent increase 
and the Legislature increased it 
to nine per cent 


The governor's deepest cuts 
came in salary hikes of state 
administrators and employes 
He blue-penciled a total of $37 6 
million from the $233 7 million 
in pay boosts provided by the 
Legislature. 
The proposed salary boost 


averaging 8 5 per cent for state 
employes was reduced by about 
(Hie per cent. Brown also sl­ 
ashed one per cent from the 
proposed wage increases for 
University of California and 
state university and college 
system faculty. 
Action at U.S. gold sale 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
gold bugs came out of the 
woodwork at the Treasury 
Department’s second auction of 
government gold in 1975. 
For 11 hours Monday, offi­ 
cials of the General Services 
Administration pored over 
about 750 bids from business­ 
men, bankers and private in­ 
vestors offering to buy part of 
the half-million ounces of U.S.

Reason for firing 
auditor explained 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The 
chairman of the powerful Joint 
Legislative Audit Committee 
says he fired State Auditor 
General Harvey Rose mainly 
because he allegedly gave 
himself several unauthorized 
pay increases. 


Assemblyman Bob Wilson. D- 
San Diego, told UPI in a 
telephone interview Monday 
that he has been conducting an 
“ detailed investigation” of 
Rose’s office and found two in­ 
stances when unauthorized 
raises were “ apparently” 
taken. 


Rose and his staff of auditors 
are employes of the committee, 
which is composed of members 
from both the Senate and As­ 
sembly. 
Rose flatly denied Wilson’s 
assertion, and repeated his con­ 
tention that Wilson had at­ 
tempted to abuse the office of 
auditor general for “ political 
purposes ” 
Wilson, reading from a 
prepared statement said, “ One 
of the chief reasons for firing 
Auditor General Harvey Rose 
was that he gave himself 
several unauthorized pay in­ 
creases in apparent violation of 
his contract and unknown to 
either the former chairman or 
other committee members.” 
Rose said in a separate inter­ 
view the raises, which occurred 
in May and July of 1974, were 
authorized by the former com- 
m itt e e 
c h a i r m a n . 
A s ­ 
semblyman Vince Thomas, D- 
San Pedro. 
The 39-year-old Rose said he 
had obtained a legal opinion 
from a former staff attorney in 
his office that the two 
questioned pay raises were 
authorized and legal under his 
employment contract. He la­ 
beled Wilson’s assertion “ com­ 
pletely inaccurate.” 
Specifically, 
Wilson said. 


twice lat year Rose took 4.5 per 
cent salary raises which were 
given to other state employes, 
but that the auditor general did 
not have committee authoriza­ 
tion as required in his contract. 


"These raises for the auditor 
general were not expressly 
authorized by the committee,” 
said Wilson He noted that Rose 
is employed under a two-year 
contract, which expires next 
November, setting his basic 
salary at “ $32.500 plus any 
other benefits which are grant­ 
ed by the Joint Legislative 
Audit Committee for other 
members of the Auditor Gene­ 
ral’s staff.” 
"The auditor general’s resist­ 
ance to close scrutiny of his of­ 
fice led to a detailed investiga­ 
tion of staff structure and 
salaries,” Wilson said, adding 
that the results of the investiga­ 
tion would be released in a 
report later this month. 
There were also a litany of 
other charges and counter­ 
charges in the heated battle 
which both men carried to the 
public. 
Wilson accused Rose of 
.“ inaccurate and sensational” 
auditing reports. Rose denied 
it. and charged Wilson with us­ 
ing the auditing staff “ to do his 
political work.” Wilson denied 
it. 


The two were in the news 
twice recently when Rose 
sought a pay raise to $44,820, 
the same as paid the legislative 
analyst, and when Wilson was 
admonished by the committee 
not to order audits without 
prior committee approval.

By nightfall, a handful were 
left as the shirt-sleeved 
auctioneer continued his 
routine — slitting each sealed 
envelope, announcing the name 
and bid of each customer and 
tabulating the information. 
The volume of bids surprised 
Treasury officials. An offering 
of two million ounces on Jan. 6 
was a dud and only about one- 
third of the total finally was 
sold after extremely sluggish 
bidding 
Jewelers and industrial gold 
users were expected to turn out 
this time since they have been 
bullion importers in recent 
months. Stopping the foreign 
purchases and the resulting out­ 
flow of dollars was a big factor 
in holding the second sale.

Kalmbach's testimony came 
(hiring the trial of Stuart Rus­ 
sell, 58, a former AMPI at­ 
torney, charged with making il­ 
legal campaign contributions. 
Another witness said the 
$100,000 donation from AMPI 
came from corporate funds. 
Kalmbach, who spent six 
months in jail after pleading 
guilty to soliciting illegal cam­ 
paign contributions, said 
former Commerce Secretary 
Maurice Stans appointed him in 
1969 to oversee surplus funds 
from Nixon’s 1968 campaign. 
He said the surplus involved 
$1,098,000 in cash and $578,000 in 
a checking account. 
Kalmbach said between 1969 
and 1971 the account swelled by 
$300 ,000 from additional contri­ 
butions and a third of that was 
delivered on Aug. 2, 1969, in a 
little overnight bag by AMPI at­ 
torney Milton Semer.

The report predicted the re­ 
cent decline in the inflation rate 
can be expected to reverse, 
with prices resuming their up­ 
ward march, and the recovery 
from the recession will be slug­ 
gish, with unemployment 


almost as severe at the end of 
1976 as it was at the start of 
1975 
If the worst happens on the oil 
front, the effect will be about as 
severe as the 1973 embargo and 
fourfold price rise by the 
Organization of Petroleum Ex­ 
porting Countries. CBO said, 
The report calculates events 
as likely to add about $5 50 to 
the price of a barrel of oil by the 
end of 1976 That compares to 
the average increase of $5 35 in 
1973 • 
Going into the $5 50 would be 
an additional $1 a barrel import 
fee. a $2 25 OPEC increase this 
fall and phased "decontrol’’ of 
domestic oil prices, as Presi- 


dent Ford recommends 
If domestic oil prices in­ 
crease $5 50 and consumption 
remains stable, the cost would 
be $33 billion 
"Households and businesses, 
that is. would have to reduce 
nonoil outlays or savings by $33 
billion to maintain their level of 
oil consumption." CBO said. 
"And this allows only for higher 
oil prices; if prices of natural 
gas and coal also increase, the 
cost would be closer to $40 bil­ 
lion 
"This would represent a 
direct loss of purchasing power 
almost twice as great as the in­ 
crease provided by the recently 
enacted tax cut.

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
It’s the ecologists eight and the 
Russians —well, they’re report­ 
edly on the run —in the struggle 
in the Pacific to save the whale. 
The Phyllis Cormack. a Cana­ 
dian fishing ship operated by 
the ecology-oriented Greenp­ 
eace Foundation, last Friday 
confronted a Russian vessel 
trying to kill a whale and sent 
the flotilla heading south at full 
speed. 
Two men in a high-speed rub­ 
ber raft maneuvered in front of 
a Soviet vessel in an attempt to 
prevent the killing of a sperm 
whale. 
The Russian’s 250-pound har­ 
poon narrowly missed two 
crewmen aboard and killed the 
whale. 
"One of the Russian ships 
passed within about 20 yards of 
us. turned a harpoon gun at us. 
then cut in front of our bow," 
said Bob Hunter, a reporter for 
the Vancouver, B.C., Sun who 
was aboard the rubber craft. 
“ It look ed bad for a 
moment," Hunter said in a 
ship-to-shore interview Mon­ 
day. "The Russians took 
several runs at us with their 
chaser boats to intimidate us, 
but it didn’t change our direc­ 
tions at all." 
"They didn’t care whether 
they blasted us out of the water 
or not." said George Korotova, 
the other crewman on the rub­ 
ber boat. 
Rod Manning, vice president 
of Greenpeace, claims eight 
whales were saved during the 
confrontation. 
"The Russian fleet took off 
without continuing normal 
operations after the confronta­ 
tion and moved south at full 
speed." he said. 
Manning said the Soviets 
"run a normal route" up and 
down the U.S. and Canadian 
coasts. 
"The Russians seemed to get 
very uptight that we were in 
there measuring their whales 
(for legality of minimum kill 
size), and they headed away," 
said Hunter.

Bugner, who opened a slight cut around the cham­ 
pion’s left eye in the seventh round, was aggressive 
from the opening bell, but simply did not have it in his 
repertoire to handle the confident, ringwise cham­ 
pion 
The officials gave Ali eight rounds, the 25-year-oId 
Bugner two and called five even in a bout which ended 
with the challenger’s manager screaming for Bugner 
to start punching. 
“The heat was bad.” Ali said of the 90-degree 
temperatures made even less tolerable by television 
lights. “I thought I would knock Joe out in 10 rounds 
but I couldn’t.” 
Only about 15,000 spectators turned up at the 38,000-

Bass hitting, 
halibut too

Fishermen down Santa Barbara way are really having a bang-up 
time, Sea Landing reports. 
The calico bass are hitting all over the place. The %-day boat 
came in the other day with 150 bass and limits of rockfish for the 21 
fishermen Friday night’s twilight run netted 65 bass for eight 
fishermen in less than three hours. 
Halibut fishermen have been 
catching their fair share and 
surf fishing has been good for 
corbina Halibut have also been 
showing up in the breakers. 
The island boat has been out 
of commission ever since it ran 
into the albacore last week. It 
will be going out to the islands 
starting again this week. 
The news from Avila has changed little. The wind has still been 
the best pal the salmon have. When the boats can get to them, the 
silvers and kings have been hitting, but the wind usually comes up 
by mid-morning. 
“The A B C.,” owned and operated by John Wilson, has been go­ 
ing out for salmon and doing fairly well. Several silvers have been 
showing up in the catch. 
Bottom fishing has been good with earlybirds catching the fish. 
“The Marauder” has been coming in daily with near limits of rock 
fish and ling cod. Skipper Skip Sato seems to have a knack of 
finding the rockfish. The favorite areas have been near Point Sal 
and Purisima 
‘‘The Diablo,” operated by San Luis Sportfishing, is being 
readied for the albacore. The longfins are approximately 80 miles 
due west right now It is hoped by the middle of July they’ll be 
within easy range. 
Sato says he will have at least two boats going out for albacore 
daily when they show up, with another available if the need arises 
The local self-proclaimed albacore experts think the arrival of 
warming winds may bring the longfins out of hiding. 


Santa Margarita Lake seems to be the best freshwater bet local­ 
ly. The black bass have been hitting well, with fish up to five 
pounds landed Blue gill and crappie have been plentiful, especially 
in the tules at the far end of the lake. 
Nacimiento Lake has been good for white bass, with limits the 
rule The black bass fishing has been good, but the fish are small. 
Nacimiento has a 12-inch minimum size limit on the bronzebacks. 
This helps maintain a good quality bass population. 
Trout are being taken by deep trollers at both Lopez and 
Cachuma Lakes. Shore fishing for trout has been fruitless most of 
the time, with the fish gone to the cooler deep water. 


Talking about bass, the second largest largemouth in California 
history was caught last week at Lake Miramar in San Diego. The 
lunker tipped the scales at 18 pounds 4 ounces, well shy of the 20 
pound 15 ouncer pulled out of Miramar two years ago. Both fish are 
of the Florida bass strain, which has been stocked in various lakes 
in southern California. 
One of the latest Department of Fish and Game experiments is 
looking like a success, at least so far. Silver planted in Ventura 
County was netted off Los Angeles. It had grown from six-inches 
and two ounces to 14 inches and 15 ounces in 122 days. 
This program could lead to a good salmon fishery if it continues 
to live up to early promises. The fish should be catchable size in 
about two years. DFG plans to plant 100,000 fingerlings in each of 
the next two years. 
Shad are also being watched closely by the DFG. The fish are be­ 
ing tagged near Antioch and are expected to spread throughout the 
Sacramento-San Joaquin Delta region. DFG hopes to learn more 
about the catch rate and population size of the shad. Anglers 
! catching tagged shad will receive $5 rewards.

One of the boldest programs for help­ 
ing students with school attendance 
problems is the local committee of 
SARB. acronym for School Attendance 
Review Board. However, it still must 
prove itself at the student-school level. 
The local board 
which numbers about 
10 members including 
Barbara Berg, trustee 
of Lompoc Unified 
School District, and 
John M urray, ad ­ 
ministrative dean of 
Lompoc High School, 
meets once a month. 
Berg tells me the 
c o m m itte e , lo cal 
c o u n te rp a rt of a 
county committee and 
similar to committees 
in various other areas, 
has met twice and handled about IS 
cases. 35 per cent involving girls and the 
balance boys. There have been referrals 
from both Lompoc and Vandenberg 
Junior High Schools, and from both Lom­ 
poc and Cabrillo High Schools, she said. 
Berg and others including Murray are 
reserved in their assessment of the 
SARB potential pending confirmation 
that the system will really solve some of 
the attendance problems that have 
plagued the schools. Murray told this 
reporter some weeks ago that SARB 
may very well prove to be more effective 
in large metropolitan communities, than 
in smaller communities such as Lompoc, 
and Berg agreed. However, the commit­ 
tee is going ahead with considerable 
enthusiasm for the task. Morale is good 
in other words, although it may be slight­ 
ly frayed at the edges because of the

pressures. 
Berg told this reporter yesterday that 
success in solving the attendance 
problems of an individual may come 
down to whether the SARB committee 
has the necessary alternatives to offer. 
For example what can the committee do, 
given a situation in which a youngster 
and school are just not working out? 


First of all, and Berg said if she had 
the answers to all these questions, she’d 
have a fortune within her grasp, the 
reasons why a student skips classes or 
otherwise fails to attend class, are 
many. Poor attendance may be caused in 
some cases by unfavorable home condi­ 
tions, broken homes or other factors 
directly related to the home. However, 
Berg said the home is not all to blame by 
any means. “Sometimes a youngster 
simply doesn’t like school and for that 
reason has a poor attendance record,” 
she said Monday. 
The committee may recommend a 
number of alternatives including the sug­ 
gestion that a school arrange for a tutor 
for a youngster. There is also the role of 
arbiter for SARB to reunite the school 
and the student in some cases particular­ 
ly where communication has broken 
down. However, Berg said the deans and 
others at the school level “have really 
done their jobs,” before referring a stu­ 
dent to SARB. 
Berg agreed that SARB has something 
going for it at the outset because a 
parent must agree to have the case of his 
offspring heard before the committee 
can act. If a parent refuses to permit the 
referral, some other course has to be fol­ 
lowed. There is no indication that a 
parent has ever declined. 


Berg was hard put to identify alter­ 
natives in addition to mental health and 
tutors. She said she was having some dif­ 
ficulty in conversing on the subject 
because of the confidentiality of the com­ 
mittee work. 
Some progress 
out of these early 
beginnings probably will result from 
organizational steps which are under 
way. Berg is petitioning Lompoc Unified 
School District Board of Trustees for an 
estimated $1,500 to hire a part-time 
secretary and to pay postage for meeting 
notices, among other expenses. 
Three school districts in the Santa 
Maria area have banded together to fund 
a SARB committee, each district putting 
in about $600. 
Berg expressed some optimism that 
her board would find the $1,500. She was 
appointed to the committee before her 
successful race for the school board and 
continued in the work after election.

The 1975 Flower Festival 
has been chronicled from start 
to finish ... from hassles to for­ 
tunes, and now we must look 
toward 1976, and to what must 
be changed about the Flower 
Festival if it is to continue as 
an annual event. 
This year’s Festival was 
beset with problems mainly as 
a result of a lack of queen can­ 
didates and sponsors. We have 
heard many reasons why that 
was the case this year, and the 
fact remains it was so, ir­ 
respective of the rationale. 
For quite a few years, many 
persons intimately familiar 
with how the Festival operates 
and makes money have been 
saying that to continue on with 
the present set-up would be to 
beat a dead horse. And each 
year, finding men and women 
w illin g 
to 
w ork 
a s 
chairpersons for the Festival; 
finding service clubs willing to 
sponsor queens; and finding 


support from the community 
for the Festival has become 
more difficult. This year’s 
Festival served well to point 
out the validity of those 
person’s prognostications. 
We don’t feel running the 
Festival in 1976 along the 
same lines as those employed 
this year would be either 
profitable or intelligent. A new 
format upon which the Flower 
Festival is based has to be 
organized and actualized. And 
it has to be done very soon if 
the 1976 Festival is to be free 
of the problems which plagued 
this year’s Festival from start 
to finish. 
There have been a variety of 
proposals for what might be 
done with Flower Festivals in 
the future — from turning the 
whole kit and caboodle over to 
some large club or another in 
town, to making the 1975 ver­ 
sion the last Flower Festival 
ever. The relative attributes 


and detriments of either 
proposal would have to be in­ 
vestigated, of course, and we 
suspect that the good working 
formula which will finally be 
arrived at lies somewhere in 
between. 
In any event, we are sure the 
Chamber of Commerce of 
Lompoc would be overjoyed to 
receive any and all construc­ 
tive suggestions on how the 
Festival might be improved 
and differently organized in 
the future. General input from 
all of the community surely 
will supply the Chamber with 
some answers and directions 
worthy of exploration, and will 
probably give them some 
much needed assistance with a 
problem they might now feel 
to be nearly insurmountable. 
And after all is said, doesn’t 
the Festival belong to and de­ 
pend on all of Lompoc to keep 
it alive and healthy? We cer­ 
tainly think and hope so.

CAIRO — The ties between the West 
and the Arab world, unravelled by suc­ 
cessive wars, gradually are being knit 
together again. Diplomatic relations 
between Cairo and Washington were 
resumed for the first time since the 1967 
war 13 months ago and Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger made himself a 
familiar and respected feature of the 
Egyptian landscape during his prolonged 
shuttle diplomacy. 
But through all the 
upheavals one cons­ 
tant remained. That is 
the American Univer­ 
sity in Cairo, founded 
in 1919. Beginning with 
a missionary motiva­ 
tion, it has become an 
institution of higher 
ed u ca tio n 
and 
technical training — 
propaganda of the 
deed rather than the 
word — of which 
Americans can be 
proud. 
Of the 2,000 students, 1,500 un­ 
dergraduate, 500 graduate, 80 per cent 
are Egyptians who are instructed in 
English. In contrast to the nearly 300,000 
students in Egypt’s national universities 
who receive their education free they 
pay $230 in yearly tuition. Sons and 
daughters of many high Egyptian of­ 
ficials are graduates of American 
University. 
Recently the university has branched 
out to provide management training 
programs elsewhere in the Arab world. 
Middle-level executives of Libyan oil 
companies are being given an intensive 
seven-week training program. While 
these companies have been nationalized, 
they still are a source of substantial in­ 
come to former American owners. 
The course for junior executives in­ 
cludes all the techniques of modern 
management. Libya today supplies about 
80 per cent of West Germany’s 
petroleum and sizable am ounts 
elsewhere in Western Europe. 
Contracts have been signed in Saudi 
Arabia with the ministry of education 
and Riyadh and Abdul Aziz Universities 
for similar management courses. Even­ 
tually, university officials believe, a 
branch of American University will be 
established*n Riyadh. 
The university is considering the 
same approach in response to inquiries 
from the oil rich states of the Persian 
Gulf. The influx of oil billions with the 
problem of re-investment has created an 
acute need for trained personnel and 
while many Saudis and others from the 
Gulf have studied in American univer­ 
sities, they represent only a fraction of 
the growing need for more with such 
training. 
For American University, the training 
programs bring a much needed source of 
income. As they develop they will sup­ 
plement funds from AID, Agency for 
International Development, the Ford 
Foundation and voluntary contributions 
from Friends of the University in 
America. With the recession and 
political pressures in Congress, these 
sources have declined. 
The university’s budget is a modest $6 
million. One source of revenue is the 
$2,000 dollar-tuition fee for foreign stu­ 
dents including as many as a hundred 
each year from the United States. Thirty 
Americans have just come here for an 
intensive summer course in the Arabic 


language and Middle East studies. This 
has, in part, been funded by the Office of 
Education. 
The number of Americans speaking 
fluent Arabic, both the day-to-day 
language and classic Arabic, is a reflec­ 
tion of the rapid awakening of this part of 
the world. Passing through the Middle 
East, I have been impressed by 
American foreign service officers who 
are Arabists in the best sense of the 
word. They are thoroughly grounded in 
the history, the culture and the aspira­ 
tions of the Arab states. 
The American influence in the Eastern 
Mediterranean over the years has not 
been confined to Egypt. The American 
University in Beirut has long been a 
focus of American influence. But with 
only a third of the students Lebanese and 
the balance from throughout the area, 
many of them politicized to a high state 
of radicalism, the university has suf­ 
fered from repeated demonstrations 
often erupting into violence against what 
is denounced as “neo-colonialism.” This 
is part of the strife tearing Lebanon into 
warring factions. 
Athens College in Greece has survived 
war, revolution and the dictatorship of 
the colonels. So (?) has the American 
Farm School in Salonika. 
With the big headlines carrying the 
threat of war and the hatreds of Arab 
and Israeli across the great divide, all 
this is often lost sight of. But if reason 
and moderation count at all, it must be 
weighed in the balance. Thanks to 
dedicated teachers and scholars and to 
philanthropists such as Landon Thorne, 
chairman of the board of American 


University, the seed of the American 
ideal has been planted in the hearts and 
minds of thousands of the young who will 
one day be part of the political process. 


Against the mountain of armaments 
built on both sides of the divide, this has 
a penny-whistle sound. But to fall back 
on doomsday despair is to abdicate all 
responsibility.
